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This alleyway near Godfrey Walk was the scene of a vicious attack last Thursday in which a woman was 
stabbed to death. 

Fifty-year-old Susie Smith died of her injuries after being taken to the William Harvey Hospital. Steven 
Brooker, 42, appeared in court on Monday charged with her murder. FULL STORY ON PAGE 3

ON THE eve of the election voters 
in Ashford have said they want to 
see a change in government. 

Their concerns are wide ranging, focusing 
not only individual issues but on the state of 
democracy as a whole. 

Paul Lamont, 64, a former NHS nurse said it 
was a scandal that so much money was wast¬ 
ed in the public sector and in local and central 
government. 

He said: “The money just seems to go on 
executive pay not front-line services. Money 
that Labour has thrown at the NHS has just 
gone into management with very little benefit 
to the patients.” 

Mr Lamont, from Aldington, said the 
prospect of a hung parliament filled him with 
dread, but there needed to be election reform 
to get a more effective democracy. 

He said: “Firstly, I would make it compulsory 
for everyone to vote as they do in Canada. Also 
I think we should have proportional represen¬ 
tation. The election system is not democratic.” 

However, he still felt the link with a local MP 
in Westminster was important. 

Mr Lamont said: “As a local person I can always 
appeal to my MP in a last-ditch situation.” 

The TV debates between the party leaders 
were welcomed by most with many consider¬ 
ing Tory David Cameron had come over well. 

However, Denise Flanagan, from Boughton 
Aluph, felt the Lib Dem leader Nick Clegg 
offered a new approach to politics that she liked. 

She said: I think the debates gave the lead¬ 
ers more time to talk about their policies than

Damian Green (Conservative) 

Transport 

Operation Stack is an unnecessary 
blight on life in Kent. We need a lorry 
park in Kent anyway, and I believe it 
should be as near to Dover as possi¬ 
ble. Specifically, I think it should be 
after the M20 exit for the Tunnel,. 

I agree that Ashford would be a 
better place to live if it did not simply 
become a commuter town. The way to 
achieve that is to provide high-quali¬ 
ty jobs in the area. 

It is important to make sure that 
those who live in Ashford benefit 
from the growth. Without the extra 
population, we would not have the 
high speed train, or new shops and 
leisure facilities. We now need simi¬ 
lar improvements in the arts and cul¬ 
tural facilities available. 

Politics 

t is really important for MPs to 
play a role in their communities all 
the time, and this is why I try to sup¬ 
port as many organisations as possi¬ 
ble. For years I have been involved 
with charities like Find A Voice and 
Carers’ Support, and I am vice-presi¬ 
dent both of the Ashford Choral 
Society and of the Kent Branch of the 
Campaign for the Protection of Rural 
England. 

As for re-engaging the public, I 
think complete transparency is the 
start, and after that a demonstration 
that Parliament can do its job in 
holding ministers to account. If we 
cut back on quangoes then ministers 
will have to take responsibility. 


Chris Clark (Labour) 

Transport 

Operation Stack causes real incon¬ 
venience to ordinary motorists, and 
something needs to be done as soon 
as possible to improve the situation. 
Unfortunately, the Conservatives in 
Kent are divided about what to do, 
and so no progress is being made. 

We support the moveable barrier, 
which keeps traffic moving, as only 
one motorway is used to stack the 
lorries, while the other is divided, so 
traffic can flow both ways. It is cur¬ 
rently used on one stretch of the 
M20, but I would like to see this 
expanded to the whole motorway. 

I oppose the construction of the 
lorry parks, as I believe we need to 
preserve Kent’s beauty. There are 
issues such as litter, noise and traffic 
disruption with the lorries parking 
around Orbital Park, and as soon as 
the Tories start listening to our plans 
we can resolve the problem. 

Politics 

People were right to be angry about 
MPs’ expenses- I felt the same. 
Labour has a plan to reform parlia¬ 
ment and clean up politics. We will 
hold referenda next year on changing 
our electoral system and replacing 
the House of Lords with a democrat¬ 
ically-elected second chamber. We 
will introduce fixed terms for parlia¬ 
ments, and give voters the right to 
sack their MP if they are found guilty 
of corruption or misconduct. We will 
also hold a free vote in parliament on 
lowering the voting age to 16.

Transport 

Foreign lorries often clog up 
Ashford’s roads during the week¬ 
ends, especially in Orbital Park. Kent 
Green Party proposes that freight be 
transferred to rail, with the railway 
being brought back into public own¬ 
ership. 

Freight depots can be built on the 
waste land in Dover docks and we 
can re-use the Newtown railway 
works. 

Politics 

People are apathetic about politics 
because they don’t understand it. 
They are not kept informed, all of 
which leaves politicians free to abuse 
the system. I would make every¬ 
thing transparent. We shouldn’t need 
to snoop around on independent web¬ 
sites like TheyWorkForYou.com to 
find out what our MP has been up to, 
and expenses should be receipt- 
based and published. 

I would have a surgery in town, 
probably in the Local Business Zone, 
not out in a village that no-one can 
get to, with a shop front making all 
local information such as planning 
applications and up-coming events 
available. 

And I wouldn’t require a big car, or 
a second home, nor would I associate 
myself with arms manufacturers or 
large companies that would try to 
influence my vote during parliament.

No campus closures in college merger 


NO CAMPUSES will be closed as a 
result of the recently-completed 
merger between South Kent and 
West Kent College, it has been con¬ 
firmed. 

All five towns affected - including 
Folkestone, Dover and Ashford, 
where SKC operates - will be open 
for business in September as usual. 

However, there is still the issue of 
future funding cuts, which both sides 
admit will have an impact on future 
budgets. 

Principle of the new merged insti¬ 
tution, Bill Fearon and Adam 
Lincoln, regional officer of college 
staff union the UCU, said in a joint 
statement: “There will be a sustained 
campaign to increase student enrol¬ 
ments, particularly across the old 
South Kent College sites. 

‘We are pleased to confirm there 
was no truth in speculation that sites 
would be closed. The management of 


the college will be working in co-oper¬ 
ation with the officials of the UCU to 
create a first-class college, utilising 
and enhancing its assets.” 

The statement said the merger, 
which came into effect at midnight 
on March 31, was “moving into the 
practical phase of combining the 
strengths of the two colleges” and 
hopes to provide “excellent opportu¬ 
nities” for students, employers and 
staff. 

Funding cuts 

During meetings between unions 
and management it was agreed that 
the impact of funding cuts, which are 
separate from any merger issues, 
would result in changes to both col¬ 
leges. 

However a spokesman said there 
was an “absolute commitment” to 
providing a full range of further and 
higher education courses on all five 


campuses, which also includes 
Tonbridge and Tunbridge Wells, in 
the years ahead. 



RECRUITMENT DRIVE: South Kent College

SOUTHEASTERN Railways has 
admitted that high speed trains 
have been parked at the Ashford 
depot due to lack of demand for the 
services on its north Kent line. 

Last week the BBC reported that scores of 
carriages from the Hitachi high speed Javelin 
trains were seen at Ashford and were not being 
used by the rail operator. 

But the company explained this was just part 
of its normal monitoring of passenger demand. 
It had made some alterations to the length of 
trains on three trains running from 
Broadstairs in the morning, along with three 
returning from London in the afternoon on the 
north Kent line. 

However, unlike the mainline trains where 
one carriage can either be added or taken away, 
the design of the high speed trains meant they 
could only be halved from 12 carriages to six. 

They argued they may well have to increase 
the length of trains to 12 again when usual 
demand increased. 

They said it that all the passengers from 
Broadstairs could be accommodated on a six- 
carriage train and it was environmentally 
friendly not to use longer trains when they 
were not needed as they used more electricity. 

Jon Hay-Campbell, from Southeastern, said: 
“They are not standing around doing nothing; 
all trains are rotated and have to undergo reg¬ 
ular maintenance so they are doing that or 
being used on the Ashford, Dover or Ramsgate 


service. This is a logical and straightforward 
step that any responsible train company would 
make on a daily or weekly basis. 

;< We run more than 2,000 trains every day 
and this is about six of those. We regularly 
review the length of all services we run every 
day and always look to match the length of 
trains to passenger demand. 

Demand for the high speed service has been 
high from Ashford, but in other areas where the 
time saving to London is less, it has not proved 
as popular. 

Mr Hay-Campbell added: We will continue to 
review all our services and where needed make 
adjustments in the future.” 


The train operator also announced a new 
timetable that would be introduced on May 23. 

The changes are only minor, despite some 
grievances expressed by rail users on the north 
Kent line that their service has got worse since 
the introduction of high speed services. 

Vince Lucas, service delivery director from 
the company said: “In December we introduced 
a new timetable which saw every train time 
change and the introduction of high speed serv¬ 
ices. This saw an extra 200 services every day 
increasing capacity by 5 per cent. The early 
indications are that it is proving a success.”

Ashford sea cadet 
dies in rigging fall 

A SEA cadet who plunged 30ft to his 
death from the rigging of a training ship 
has been named as Ashford sea cadet, 
Jonathan Martin. 

The 14-year-old fell into the sea from 
the Sea Cadet Corp’s flagship after cele¬ 
brations to mark the organisation’s 
150th anniversary. 

Up to 18 other young people, who had 
also climbed the rigging to gather in the 
ship’s sails, are thought to have wit¬ 
nessed Jonathon’s fall. 

His death is being investigated by 
Hampshire police and the Marine 
Accident Investigation Unit after ques¬ 
tions were raised about whether 
Jonathan had been properly strapped 
into a safety harness. 

Jonathan lived in the village of 
Shadoxhurst with his parents, company 
directors Andrew Martin, 56, and Julie 
Martin, 51. 

Jonathon’s death is the first in the his¬ 
tory of the Sea Cadets.

you would normally get on TV.” 

The 33-year-old’s main concerns 
revolved around care for the elder¬ 
ly and whether enough money was 
being spent on education. 

The mother-of-two primary school 
girls said: “I think more needs to be 
done for carers in the future and 
there is not enough money in schools 
for things like teaching assistants.” 

But she was less concerned about 
the economy. 

She said: “People talk a lot about 
unemployment, but there is work 
out there if you want it. I think peo¬ 
ple can be too fussy.” 

Immigration was also a topic on 
people’s minds mainly because of 
the strain it put on public resources. 

Vivian Sanderson, from 
Kennington, said: “I am a member 
of the Salvation Army and we often 
have to deal with the consequences 
of people ending up on the streets. 

“Many people don’t realise just 
how serious a problem it can be 
even in a small town like Ashford.” 

The 83-year-old said she felt that 
pensioners were very well treated, 
but was still angry about former 
Prime Minister Tony Blair involv¬ 
ing the country in the war in Iraq. 

She also pointed out this was the 
first time Gordon Brown had faced 
the electorate. 

She said: “I think he has been let¬ 
ting us down, but he has never 
been elected by the people.” 


A 42-YEAR-OLD man appeared at 
Dover Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday charged with the murder of 
a woman in Ashford. 

Susie Smith, also known as Susie 
Beaney, was stabbed in an alleyway 
which runs between Christchurch 
Road and Godfrey Walk on Thursday 
evening. She was taken to the 
William Harvey Hospital where she 
died from her injuries. 

The 50-year-old is thought to have 
been a mother of two grown-up chil¬ 
dren. 

Ms Smith’s partner, Steven 
Brooker from Waterman House in 
Godfrey Walk, was later arrested on 
suspicion of murder. 

One neighbour, who did not wish to 
be named, said: “The police were 
swarming here on Thursday when it 
happened. They carried out door to 
door enquiries and all the forensic 
people were here in their white 
coats. 

“They were a well known couple in 
the area. We have seen both of them 
around here for a long time. He had 
been seen being verbally abusive to 
her in the past but I don’t know what 
happened on the night. It was a 
shock when we heard that she had 
actually died.” 

The couple are though to have 


lived in the area for at least four 
years. 

Shopkeeper Samser Lambu said: 
‘We felt so sorry for her when we 
heard about it. We only found out 
two days after it had happened. She 
used to come in here every day to 
buy a couple of cans of beer. It is a 
very sad incident.”

Residents win 

battle to save 
green space 


HOUSEHOLDERS in Bybrook, 
Kennington, have won their bat¬ 
tle to have green space on the cor¬ 
ner of Beecholme Drive designat¬ 
ed as a village green. 

Ashford council had earmarked the land to 
build 19 eco homes on the site but many 
objected because they said the land was often 
used by children and dog walkers. 

Last Tuesday Kent County Council 
Regulation Committee agreed the site could 
be designated a village green. 

The decision follows a public enquiry which 
was held earlier this year in front of an 
Independent planning inspector in which 
local people and Ashford council presented 
their evidence for and against the application. 

Pat Boorman from the Bybrook and 
Bockhanger Residents’ Group, who led the 
campaign, said: “It is absolutely brilliant 
after all the hard work. I had to prepare 
three big folders with 100 pages in each 
arguing our case. It cost me a fortune but it 
was definitely worth it in the end.” 

Ashford council argued the land was not 
being used by the community and was a site 
where bumt-out cars and rubbish had been 
left. However, local people denied this was a 
serious problem.

In her report to the council, planning 
inspector Lana Wood concluded: “There was 
evidence that the land was used for a num¬ 
ber of lawful sports and pastimes, including 
football, dog walking, using the play area, 
toddlers’ games and other play. 

“I accept the applicants’ evidence that the 
land has been used by local inhabitants for 
informal recreation throughout the relevant 
period and recommend that the Registration 
Authority should so find.” 

The decision means the land cannot be 
developed by the Hyde Housing Association 
for the affordable homes. 

Tracey Kerly, head of housing at Ashford 
council, said: “We are pleased the decision 
has concluded the debate about the future of 
this open space. 

“The community now have a village green 
which will prevent development from taking 
place on this land in the future. 

“The plans for a small development of 
much needed affordable homes on the site 
will now not take place.” 

Mrs Boorman said the community wanted 
to leave the land as it was although in the 
future they might see if a sports pitch could 
be built there.

WERE you one of the 338,000 
troops plucked to safety from the 
Dunkirk beaches 70 years ago? 

During the dramatic ten-day evacuation mas¬ 
terminded from the Secret Wartime Tunnels 
deep below Dover Castle, thousands of men 
were saved, ready to fight another day in what 
was a crucial tactical triumph. 

Now historians want to record memories and 
anecdotes of some of the most desperate days of 
World War Two. 

In a project to capture first-hand memories of 
these dark days of war - before it is too late - 
English Heritage has launched a nationwide 
search for veterans and those who played a part 
in the rescue mission, which became known as 
‘the miracle of Dunkirk’. 

From those who risked their own lives to sail 
the 920-strong fleet of Royal Navy ships, com¬ 
mercial vessels and “little ships” - fishing boats, 
cabin cruisers and the like - in the perilous 
evacuation, to the women who filled countless 
sandwiches to welcome home the exhausted 
troops, English Heritage is seeking personal 
accounts which will bring this pivotal wartime 
event to life and keep it forever for future gener¬ 
ations. 

Their recollections will form the backbone of a 
new exhibition which opens in 2011 in the 


Secret Wartime Tunnels, headquarters of Vice 
Admiral Bertram Home Ramsay, who directed 
the complex and dangerous evacuation, code- 
named Operation Dynamo. The tunnels house 
displays and authentic period equipment and 
will have enthusiast re-enacting the wartime 
drama in the coming weeks to commemorate 
the 70th anniversary of the evacuation. 

“Sadly, time is running out for us to get first¬ 
hand accounts of those desperate days when the 
situation for our troops seemed hopeless and the 


threat of invasion by Germany was very real. 

“The evacuation of Dunkirk is one of history’s 
most significant and moving events and 
remains a symbol of pulling through against 
tremendous odds and achieving the unachiev¬ 
able - the rescue of 338,000 troops in just ten 
days,” said historian Paul Pattison. 

A Memory Box - a video recording booth - 
opens at the Secret Wartime Tunnels on Friday, 
May 28, to start a week of events and activities 
marking the anniversary at Dover Castle.

Q 


How did you get into politics? 


A I studied politics at A Level and my degree 
was in European Politics. However, I really 
got involved in the ‘doing* side of politics when 
I stood as a council candidate in 2003. I won 
that election by a single vote after five 
recounts. It meant that the control of the coun¬ 
cil switched from Conservative to Liberal 
Democrat. It was quite a baptism of fire. 

Q What can a Liberal Democrat MP can do for Ashford? 
What are the main challenges facing the town? 

A Liberal Democrats, both nationally and 
locally, are famed for their campaigning 
strength and I’d like to think I’m no different. 
From tuition fees to Gurkha rights up to our 
current campaign to save sheltered accommo¬ 
dation from ‘floating* wardens, we tend not to 
give up on issues. 

The main challenge that I see facing 
Ashford, Tenterden and the villages is the 
imposition of 31,000 new dwellings in the 
town alone. Our transport infrastructure, 
business and retail space, local infrastructure 
and our natural environment all need careful 
thought if we’re going to cope with this govern¬ 
ment-imposed target. 

What would you do about Operation Stack, lorries park- 
wing on Orbital Park and the proposed lorry park? 

First of all, we need to think beyond the rigid 
mentality that a lorry park is the answer. By

the time a lorry park is finished, in addition to 
the environmental and financial impact it will 
have, it will also almost certainly be too small. 
One idea would be to introduce an additional 
charge through the ferry operators of say £1 if 
the vehicle is above a certain size and not reg¬ 
istered with the DVLA (it could simply be an 
additional tax on the ticket cost). This would 
generate enough revenue to allow service sta¬ 
tions across the UK to cater for more lorries. 

| How would you go about re-engaging the public on the 
olitical process after the expenses scandal? 

A I accept that politics and politicians have 
(rightly) had a pretty bad press. We have 
proposals allowing the people to sack their MP 
if they are seen to do wrong, we would ensure 
that all expenses and foreign trips are 
declared and transparent, we would address 
the rules surrounding party funding, we would 
push power back into the hands of people and, 
subject to a referendum, we would look to 
change the voting system.

What will the Lib Dems do if there is a hung parliament? 

I would re-iterate the words of my leader 
Nick Clegg. He said simply that it is not 


Gordon Brown or David Cameron or Nick 
Clegg who are kingmakers in British politics, 
it’s the British people. Whichever party has 
the strongest mandate from the British people 
should be given the chance to govern. When it 
comes to breaking the dominance of the ‘big 
two’ it’s worth remembering that the Liberal 
Democrats won six million votes in 2005 com¬ 
pared to 8.75 million for the Tories and 9.5 mil¬ 
lion for Labour. 

Q What sort of reaction do you get from people when you 
are canvassing? What was your most memorable expe¬ 
rience? 

A A lot of the time people are pleased that 
I’m not one of the other two or selling dou¬ 
ble glazing/gas/electricity. My most memorable 
reaction was one election day. Some children 
answered the door and, after explaining as 
best I could why it was important to vote, they 
dragged their parents away from watching 
EastEnders and took them to the polling sta¬ 
tion. I’m not sure they voted for me.

How do you spend your spare time? 


A I do a lot of running both for fitness and 
charity (I usually run for Water Aid). As a 
proud Welshman I am a keen follower of rugby 
(specifically Wales and the Cardiff Blues) but 
it’s been a while since I played.

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Police admit 14 
sex offenders 
are 'missing' 


FOURTEEN sex offenders are 
'missing’ in Kent, despite police 
insisting they closely monitor 
abusers. 

The county’s force has been named as one of 
the UK constabularies with the highest number 
of missing sex offenders in its area. 

Offenders released from jail on licence, or who 
are on the sex offenders register, are obliged to 
inform the authorities where they live - but 
police do not know where the missing ones are. 

Kent Police was fourth, behind Greater 
Manchester (15), West Midlands (30) and the 
Metropolitan Police (128). 

Although the force would not reveal the sex 
crimes of the missing offenders, it admitted 
seven are high risk, six are medium and one is 
low risk. 

Det Supt Maria Shepherd, head of Kent 
Police’s public protection unit, insisted they 
closely monitor the behaviour and risk posed to 
the public by sexual and violent criminals who 
have been released from prison on licence. 

She said those on the sex offenders register

living in Kent were closely monitored through 
the Multi Agency Public Protection 
Arrangements (Mappa), which is made up of 
partners including the probation and prison 
services. 

Det Supt Shepherd said: “Protecting people is 
our priority. We work with our partners to use 
all the resources available to us in order to best 
manage violent and sex offenders in Kent. 

‘We also work closely with other forces, in the 
UK and abroad, to ensure the law is upheld.” 

The force declined to say how the 14 were able 
to fall off the radar or the kind of work being car¬ 
ried out to find them. 

Det Supt Shepherd said: “Our joint police and 
probation public protection team operates as a 
centre of excellence working closely with our 
Mappa partners.” 

Malcolm Gilbert from Family Matters, which 
helps victims of sexual abuse, said: “This is a big 
worry to people who have been abused. It may 
lead them to think that these sorts of crimes are

not being taken seriously.” 

“If an abuser is to go missing, this causes trau¬ 
ma to their victim. We want to know that people 
are safeguarded.” 

Mr Gilbert said the charity, based in 
Gravesend, works closely with Kent Police and 
victims at the centre of criminal investigations. 

“The police will have a system of monitoring 
these offenders,” he said. 

“I have no knowledge of how they keep tabs on 
these people or how they look for them. Maybe 
there are inefficiencies in the system which had 
led to some going missing, I don’t know. 

“The main concern for us is that the victims 
should be able to move on and are not caused 
deep trauma should their abuser go missing.” 

Figures from 2009 showed there were 1,093 
sex offenders in Kent and Medway, about 68 per 
100,000 head of population. 


Channel daredevil's 
party balloon trip 

BALLOONIST Jonathan Trappe is 
preparing to be blown 22 miles over the 
sea at 7,000ft in the latest bizarre attempt 
to fly across the English Channel. 

The American is making final prepara-

day and night. Mr Trappe, 37, will sit in a 
custom-built chair beneath 57 helium bal¬ 
loons as he attempts to cross the world’s 
busiest shipping lane, in June. 

And the only way to land is to burst the 
balloons closest to him - using a knife. 

“Every time you burst the balloon 
there’s a judder,” he said. “Even though the 
method of descent is rudimentary, it is 
effective. The latest flight was to test our 
systems. We had clearance from a nearby 
air force base, which was handy consider¬ 
ing they were conducting live fire tests up 
to an altitude of 29,000ft.” 

The smallest of the balloons is five and a 
half feet across and can cany 3.71bs. 

“The largest are eight feet in diameter 
and can cany a load of up to 14 lbs,” said 
Mr Trappe. 

“I ascend at 32mph - or 521ft per 
minute - and on this flight hit an altitude 
of 7,474ft.” 

He is looking for a location to start from 
on the British side, with the cliffs between 
Dover and Folkestone earmarked.

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Battle of Britain pilot 
relives miracle escape 


RAF ace Flight Lieutenant Bill 
Green - shot down over Deal - is 
one of the Battle of Britain heroes 
featured in a national newspa¬ 
per’s tales of the conflict which 
removed the threat of Nazi inva¬ 
sion during World War Two. 

The fighter pilot never saw who shot his 
Hurricane down - but recalled the fight in 
which he almost lost his life. 

At 6pm on August 29, 1940, the 
23-year-old pilot of 501 Squadron 
was scrambling to intercept the enemy after 
reports of 200 Luftwaffe bombers and fight¬ 
ers heading for Deal. 

And as he circled above the town - knowing 
he and his fellow pilots were outnumbered 16 
to one - he came under attack. 

Now 92, he said: “Suddenly there was a 
crash of glass - a big hole in the windscreen. 

“I started getting covered in engine 
coolant liquid and I realised my aircraft 
was crippled.” 

Bill told the News of the World he tried to 
bail out but was caught on the edge of his 
cockpit - and was soon in even more trouble. 

“It ripped my helmet off, ripped my oxygen 
mask off. I found myself in space, rolling

forward,” he said. 

“I was feeling everywhere for my parachute 
ripcord, thinking I’ll never find it, but I did. 

“I pulled it and thought it was all over; out 
the parachute would pop, and I would float 
down majestically. 

“But a vital piece of the chute, designed to 
drag out the main canopy, had been severed 
by gunfire. The main canopy fell out and I just 
fell into it, and it wrapped itself around me 
like a shroud. 

“I wasn’t a Christian at the time but I start¬ 
ed to pray, ‘Please god, open this bloody para¬ 
chute!’ I really thought that was it. 

Pylons 

“Then suddenly, quite magically, there was 
a jolt. The wind must have got under the folds 
of the parachute. I looked to my right and 
there were electricity pylons level with me. I 
looked to my left and there were trees above 
me. I couldn’t believe that I was alive. 

“The quiet after rushing through the air 
was deafening. It made more impact on me 
than any noise I’ve ever heard.” 

But what concerned Bill was that his shoes 
had come off and he was wearing new socks 
his wife had given to him on leave the day

GOVERNMENT figures just released show that, despite 
some small improvements, there is still cause for con¬ 
cern about the numbers and future of farmland birds 
across east Kent. 

The actual decline in numbers is slowing - but envi¬ 
ronmentalists want farmers and other landowners to 
do more to arrest the losses. 

The Defra report contains statistics on wild bird pop¬ 
ulations by English regions as well as being split into 
farmland birds and woodlands birds. The figures chart 
the increase and decline of bird populations between 
1994 and 2008 and show farmland bird populations in 
the South East fall by 23 per cent during this time. 

However, this was a marked improvement on previ¬ 
ous figures for the period 1970-1994 which showed a 
decline of 31 per cent. 

Bruce Fowkes, RSPB farmland advisor said: "These 
figures cover a period up to two years ago and despite 


the continued evidence of a downward trend the 
figures suggest the rate of decline may be slowing. 

"Many farmers are already taking action to improve 
their farms for wild birds and we are confident that if 
farmers get on board the industry's Campaign for the 
Farmed Environment and put environmental measures 
in place on their land for wildlife these figures will 
begin to turn around." 

Although five of the 19 species featured in the report 
show increases of ten per cent or more, 11 species 
showed declines of a similar level. 

The population indices for some of the target species 
in the region such as corn bunting, grey partridge, 
starling, turtle dove, and yellow wagtail, decreased by 
more than half. 

Mr Fowkes added: "Farmland birds have suffered in 
recent decades but there are ways farmers can make a 
positive difference."

The Rt Rev Trevor Willmott, Bishop of Dover, Bishop in Canterbury, on why we must vote... 




“PLEASE vote” is a message I have been 
repeating in the run-up to this week’s 
election. 

Not only because I believe a responsibility to vote is 
part and parcel of enjoying the benefits of democracy, 
but also for the sake of the public institutions which 
underpin our common life. 

I have also seen real evidence of politicians actively 
seeking partnerships in communities, with the hope 
of finding solutions to problems in our society 
These leaders admit they do not have all the 
answers, nor necessarily the correct resources to 
hand, and they value the contribution of others. 

Partnerships are precious. They require trust, 
respect and a shared sense of hope. A partnership, 
like a marriage, is about working towards a common 
good. Perhaps losing some of your own identity, but in 
the process achieving something worthwhile. 

There is an insidious and increasing desire to 
discredit and knock down institutions and political 
systems. I can understand why people feel anxious or 
disillusioned. Scandals such as MPs’ expenses, cash 
for questions and perceptions about overpowering 
legislation from the EU have not helped. 

Some I’ve talked with have questioned whether 
voting this time will make any difference (“They’re all 
the same; in it for themselves.”). While it may be true 
that on our own we cannot change the world, 
together, as part of something bigger, we can. One

voice is small, but our voices together will be heard. 

If we don’t vote and don’t engage with local and 
national politics, we risk two things. We risk decisions 
being made by leaders who do not represent the 
people; decisions we will be stuck with, with no 
mechanism for complaint or recourse. Give up your 
right to vote and you give up your right to complain. 

By not engaging with politics we also risk allowing 
vast sections of our shared life to be run by focus 
groups or public consultations. 

Who sits on focus groups? Who responds to public 
consultations? Sadly, it is often a small number of 
people with a fixed agenda, or an axe to grind. Before 
we know it, decisions are made based on a minority 
view and our shared life is damaged. 

We want and need diversity and difference in 
society. God made us unique, with different gifts and 
skills. We need that diversity to be recognised in 
society - both in the people elected as politicians and 
in the range of views. 

I have encouraged churches to arrange hustings to 
provide an opportunity for people to engage with 
their prospective parliamentary candidates. 

We must ask aspirant MPs how they propose to 
help people at the margins. I hope Christians lead the 
way in asking how candidates will protect the poor 
and vulnerable, and how they will make our nation a 
place of fairness and peace. We also need to find new 
ways of engaging young people. 

Above all, we need to raise the horizons of 
disadvantaged children so they may be equipped to 
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Put in writing our 
identity is safe 

All our children are now recorded 
on the Government’s contact point 
database, whereas the children of 
MPs can be shielded to protect 
their privacy. 

Hundreds of MPs voted in favour 
of each and every one of us being 
fingerprinted for the DNA database 
and having an ID card. Yet very few 
have chosen to get one themselves, 
even though they are now available 
to those who volunteer. 

Many of these same MPs voted to 
exempt themselves from the 
Freedom of Information Act, all in 
the name of protecting their 
privacy, whilst passing laws that 
erode all of our privacy. 

The hypocrisy has to end. 

As part of the Power2010 
campaign we have called on all the 
candidates in our area to promise 
that if they are elected they will vote 
to repeal the identity card act 2006 
and will in future defend our privacy 
as fiercely as they would defend 
their own and that of their family. 

And we have asked them to do so 
publicly, by writing to KOS Media.

Then, he 
turned to my sister-in-law and 
insisted his family would always be 
there whenever she needed them, 
throughout the years which lay 
ahead. Knowing my brother’s 
widow would have such good 
friends living close by comforted me 
on my journey home. 

When I pushed open my door in 
Maidstone I felt physically sick as I 
read a hate-filled leaflet left by the 
National Front. For while they had 


been delivering messages aimed at 
dividing our country; brown and 
white neighbours, like my brother’s, 
were sharing their lives together. 
The good and bad times, festivals 
and funerals they all spoke of our 
common humanity. The National 
Front and the BNP would, no doubt, 
lay claim to St George, however, I 
can’t help feeling our very English 
Saint would prefer to be celebrated 
with love, whatever colour 
someone’s skin might be, than mis¬ 
used as a symbol to spread hate in 
our most beautiful countiy.

Make counter attack 
against far right 

Following the report in your paper 
about Unite Against Fascism and 
their campaign against the far-right 
Party candidates locally, here’s some 
further info to help counter them. It 
is general in content and not 
particularly specific as such. 

Firstly it’s not just the UAF who are 
campaigning but others aswell. The 
more ‘anarchist’ group Antifa are also 
active and readers may like to access 
the website for magazine Searchlight. 
(www.searchlightmagazine.com). 

For the more Conservative out 
there in Kent, and elsewhere, there 
is the NothingBritish about the 
BNP campaign and website. 
(www.nothingbritish.com). Also 
don’t forget the ‘cultural’ groups 
like Folk against Fascism and 


singers like Billy Bragg. 

Whilst the more openly racist 
National Front are standing a couple 
of candidates, it’s the sneakier, ‘aren’t 
we nice and lovely these days’ BNP 
who have the most locally. 

They are claiming that they have 
changed the ‘whites only’ rule book, 
but the fact is it had to be forced on 
them by a London Court judgment, 
following a demand by the 
Equalities Commission. They were 
also fined £12,500 for dragging 
their feet over it. Further they are 
still dragging their feet over more 
changes that have been demanded 
of it regarding other parts of its 
rules which could allow them to 
continue to discriminate. 

After the rule changes it may be 
that a few non-whites may be foolish 
enough to join them, but this 
changes nothing in my, and I’m sure 
every other informed persons’ view. 
The first to join up is likely to be a 
Sikh, but one who appears to be an 
Islamophobe with a sixty year old 
grudge. (A far better Sikh to look up 
to is former WW2 fighter pilot 
Mohinder Singh Pujji, now 91, and 
who has and is campaigning against 
the BNP and other far-right groups.) 

The BNP will remain as divisive as 
ever though and play on people’s 
ignorance and fears. Indeed, a report 
by a former Met Police counter¬ 
terrorism officer Dr Jonathan 
Githens-Mazer and team in Jan 
2010, amongst other points, shows 
that the media ‘encourages attacks 
on muslims’ (in London) and quotes 
from active and ex BNP members 
saying: “An experienced BNP activist 


in London explains that he believes 
that most BNP supporters simply 
followed the lead set by their 
favourite tabloid commentators that 
they read eveiy day. When these 
commentators singled out Muslims 
as threats to security and social 
cohesion, he says that it was 
perfectly natural for BNP supporters 
to adopt the same thinking.” 

The report also says the extreme 
right are directing their violence 
more against Muslims than black 
or Asian Britons: “Interviewees 
with long experience of extremist 
nationalist street violence in 
London are unequivocal in their 
assessment that Muslim Londoners 
are now a prime target for serious 
violence and intimidation in the 
way that Londoners from minority 
ethnic communities once were,” the 
report says. The reports author(s) 
are now gathering evidence from 
across the UK on this matter. 

More recently though, the Inst of 
Public Policy Research (IPPR) has 
released a report which indicates 
that those areas, with a few 
exceptions, which have a 
reasonably diverse population are 
the least at risk from the far-right 
and are much more tolerant of 
multicultural mixes. This in my 
view rather supports the Liberal 
Democrats idea of a better 
distribution of people from other 
cultures into those areas which 
currently do not have many. 

Meanwhile at this year’s General 
Election, BNP leader N Griffin is 
standing in Barking (Essex); a 
name which is perhaps rather 


appropriate; but he is to be 
challenged amongst others of 
course, by Lib Dem Damian 
Carson, who is Griffin’s (un)official 
biographer and the son of the late 
great George Carson QC. I hope, as 
Mr Carson has said; and as his 
father would no doubt love to have 
done; ‘slice up’ Mr Griffin in a 
similar way based on his own 
utterances the latest of which has 
him saying East London is like 
Nairobi, Kenya. Ludicrous as usual. 

Part of the answer though in my 
view, and in addition perhaps to 
the above re-distribution idea, is for 
the mainstream Party’s to join with 
the various smaller Party’s like the 
Greens and community/working 
class organisations etc, to work 
within their locales to help build 
bridges between the various 
minorities as well as seeking and 
providing solutions to the problems 
we all face together. 

The Government though, whoever 
it may be after May 6, must also 
ensure that facilities and resources 
are made regularly available for 
this aswell as acting to help break 
down the barriers that have been 
‘allowed’ to grow up between both 
the white population and the 
various minority groups. 

Finally, I am reminded of one time 
Folkestone resident H G Wells’ 
comment that “Our true nationalism 
is Mankind”, and so vote for anyone 
other than a far-righter to stop them 
making any progress, aswell as 
getting involved in campaigning 
against them whether at the 
General Election or thereafter.

Greens are showing 
fully-costed policy 

The fully-costed Green Party 
manifesto makes it clear where we 
would raise taxation and where 
short-term and long-term cuts in 
spending should take place. The 
three major parties do not have 
fully-costed manifestos. 

Each of them has yet to explain 
how gaps in their figures will be 
met: by cuts or by tax increases. 

The Labour gap is £44.1 billion; the 
Conservative gap is £52.5 billion; and 
the Lib Dem gap is £34.4 billion. 

In short, none of the three major 
parties has been honest with the 
public about cuts or the taxes they 
propose. By contrast, the Green 
Party’s commitments to a fair 
taxation system reducing tax and 
national insurance for the lowest 
paid and taxing the wealthiest 
more, have been made clear in our 
manifesto. Short-term cuts are also 
spelt out, alongside longer-term 
cuts in road building (£30 billion 
over 10 years) and Trident missile 
renewal (£97 billion over the life of 
the system). 

After the expenses scandals, we 
might have expected exemplary 
manifestos from the three major 
parties. Manifestos spelling out their 
intentions with complete candour. 

The three party system is a ‘three 
ring circus’ in which the major 
parties appear to be competing about 
how far they can hide their cuts and 
tax plans. 

The British public deserve better.

Labour hope alleged 
drunk-driver in crash 

A LABOUR parliamentary candidate 
has been arrested on suspicion of drink¬ 
driving after a crashing her car. 

Kathryn Smith, who is standing in the 
General Election in Gravesham, was cut 
from her car and breathalysed at the scene in 
University Way, Dartford, after the incident, 
which happened at 10pm on Monday. 

She was taken to hospital, but was said 
to have discharged herself early on 
Tuesday morning. 

Kent Police confirmed a 49-year-old 
woman had been arrested and bailed to 
July 10 on suspicion of drink-driving. 


FILIPINO workers on Kent farms 
can earn wages almost equal to their 
country’s president, according to an 
article in The Times newspaper. 

The paper highlights the conditions of a farm 
in the Deal area as it features stories on 
immigration issues in the run up to the 
General Election tomorrow. 

The story states that for 11 months of the 
year, Rey Gavila and Lito Gonzales work 6,500 
miles away from home. 

Delighted 

“Milking dairy cows in the south of England 
is giving them a salary not too far behind that 
of their President back home in the 
Philippines, and five times more than a 
teacher there,” it says. 

‘William Hickson, their boss, who farms 
1,600 acres near Deal is delighted with his 
team: ‘People are saying immigration is an 
election issue, and it may be for some people, 
but I can say that without them we’d be lost.’” 

The Filipinos earn enough for each to send

home £700 a month. This is worth about 
48,000 pesos in the Philippines, where the 
President earns about 57,000 pesos and a 
teacher 9,000. 

The story continues: “The men are clearly 
pleased with their lot and proudly show off 
their living quarters. Each has a mobile 
home with kitchen and shower, TV and use 
of a laptop — where most days they can 
speak to their wives and children using the 
internet. 

“They are among a vanguard of 60 Filipinos 
who have been recruited and given visas to fill 
vacancies on farms throughout the country.” 

The article then highlights what it considers 
the reasons for the migrant workers’ success. 

It claims: “British workers have long turned 
up their noses at the toil and low status of 
picking fruit, vegetables or flowers. 

“Now it seems that disenchantment with 
the land is deterring many from skilled farm 
jobs. Employers report that almost a third of 
vacancies are hard to fill, from vets to crop

food technologists, growers, stockmen and 
tractor drivers. 

“Mr Hickson has even had trouble finding a 
school-leaver to train as an apprentice. Many 
are interested in learning to drive combine 
harvesters and tractors, but few are keen on 
looking after his pedigree Jersey cattle.”

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This is no wonderland as Alice has 
adventures of a different Creed

A YOUNG woman faces a terrify¬ 
ing ordeal in J Blakeson’s accom¬ 
plished feature directorial debut. 

The Disappearance of Alice Creed is an 
edge-of-the-seat thriller that, by its simple 
premise - three characters trapped predomi¬ 
nantly in one location - could easily have 
started life on the stage. 

The film even adopts a classic three-act 
structure, bookmarked by twists that force us 
to re-evaluate the fragile balance of power. 

The intimacy of the set-up works in the 
film’s favour, forcing Blakeson to develop his 
protagonists to sustain our interest and the 
dramatic momentum. 

However, the writer-director engineers one 
hairpin twist too many with a big reveal that 
sits awkwardly between unintentional hilarity 
and implausibility. 

Blakeson opens with a gripping, dialogue- 
tree sequence of pals Vic (Eddie Marsan - 
Sherlock Holmes and Happy-Go-Lucky) and 
Danny (Monarch of the Glen’s Martin 
Compston) preparing a van and a flat for the 
arrival of their victim. 

“Okay,” growls Vic and the two men drag 
Alice (Gemma Arterton) off the street, tie her 
up in the back of the van and then transfer her 
kicking and whimpering to the specially out¬ 
fitted flat, which has been soundproofed to 
prevent neighbours hearing her screams for 
help. 

Bound at the ankles and wrists to a bed, 
Alice lies trembling at the mercy of her cap- 
tors, unable to fathom why she has been 
kidnapped. 

It transpires that Vic and Danny are holding 
her for ransom - a cool £2million - and they 
expect her millionaire-rich father to pay in 
cash to secure her safe return. 

When Vic leaves to make contact with the 
old man, providing Danny with precise 
instructions in his absence (“Don’t sleep, check

on her... and don’t drink!”), Alice senses an 
opportunity to ply her feminine wiles and 
extricate herself from a hellish situation. 

The Disappearance of Alice Creed was 
filmed on location on the Isle of Man, although 
the majority of the picture unfolds in the inter¬ 
locking rooms of Vic and Danny’s safehouse. 

The brisk tempo established in the opening 
frames allows Blakeson to crank up the ten¬ 
sion as he withholds just enough information 
so we can’t second-guess his intentions. 


Given Vic’s volcanic temper, it’s uncomfort¬ 
ably clear that Alice may not live through her 
ordeal. 

The director practises equal-opportunity 
nudity, so while Arterton’s captured character 
is stripped for chilling opening scenes, one of 
the men follows suit when the tables are unex¬ 
pectedly turned. 

Strong performances galvanize Blakeson’s 
vision, particularly Marsan, who literally 



spits out the film’s pivotal line as if his life 
depended on it. 

We end up sympathizing with Vic much 
more than we expect. 

After such a confident build-up, the ending 
feels like an anti-climax as the writer-director 
searches for some clever pay-off but has to 
settle for cheesy convention.

Quite what the point of the show is 
is anyone’s guess, as there seems to 
be no clear direction. 


There’s definitely a studio, and 
there’s definitely a lot of interplay 
with the audience, and there are defi¬ 
nitely celebrity guests, but eveiyone 
involved seems a little confused 
about the format and Frank himself 
is included in that. 

Loosely, Frank and his two guests 
engage in a bit of banter with the 
audience unpicking the week’s news 
and stories but it’s kind of rudderless, 
never really going anywhere. 

It may not sound like a riveting 
formula for a Friday night, but it 
works better in practice than on 
paper. It’s a chirpy enough half hour 
and rounds off the working week if 
you find yourself stuck at home. 

Skinner can always be relied upon 
for a few good lines whenever he 
turns up on TV. 

And it’s funnier than Jonathan 
Ross. Good to have you back, Frank.

If the idea of flying fills you 
with fear, go for a relaxing 
break close to home, at 
Center Parcs in Suffolk. 

There are four Center Parcs vil¬ 
lages dotted around Britain: 
Elveden Forest in Suffolk, Sherwood 
Forest in Nottinghamshire, Longleat 
Forest in Wiltshire and Whinfell 
Forest in Cumbria. 

Encircled by 400 acres of forest 
environment, they all have well- 
equipped villas, apartments and 
lodges in a natural environment 
amongst trees and streams. 

At the entrance to Elveden Forest, 
my long-suffering Mondeo was sur¬ 
rounded by Mercedes and BMWs. 

But deep in the forest, it is soon 
time to leave your gas-guzzler in the 
car park and think bike instead, and 
consider all the pollution which we 
could avoid by walking and cycling 
everywhere. 

Our villa was heated by an ‘intelli¬ 
gent’ thermostat and lit by energy- 
efficient bulbs, while I could recycle 
kitchen waste in a three-section bin. 

On a previous visit, we’d stayed in 
a cosy, if box-like, villa set in wood¬ 
land, but our real treat this time was 
an executive lodge - a two-storey 
Scandinavian-style house, complete 
with attached sauna to enhance the 
outdoors Nordic feel. 

Suddenly, I could see why the 
‘staycation’ craze persuades Britons 
to holiday at home. Our lodge was so 
snug and comfortable - with a log 
fire to relax by, dishwasher and 
maid service to tackle chores - that 
I wondered if we could ever summon 
up the nerve to go outside. 

The case for staying inside was 
even stronger when we discovered 


the games room with a cupboard of 
board games, a massive flatscreen 
TV and Playstation, plus a pool table 
for the more active. 

It even tempted our sons away 
from the wall-mounted TVs in each 
bedroom. 

Of course, our isolated idleness 
couldn’t last. Soon, our youngest son 
was demanding action in the dome- 
covered Sub Tropical Swimming 
Paradise, a palm-fringed pool com¬ 
plex that is the focus of most family 
breaks. 

A weighty brochure is needed to 
detail all the activities and adven¬ 
tures on offer at Center Parcs, so 
this is a great time to tackle some¬ 
thing new.

Center Parcs really does make the 
most of its setting - when we 
weren’t looking out on the forest, we 
could admire the woodland view 
which covers the wall in the sitting 
room to reinforce the impression 
that we were having a commend- 
ably ‘green’ holiday.

HYUNDAI’S i30 family hatchback 
scooped the prize as the UK’s 
most reliable car, according to the 
prestigious Auto Express/Driver 
Power Top 100.

Like the Ceed the i30 majors on its ‘designed 
and built for Europe’ origins and the material 
and quality levels are impressive. 

There is a lot of the Ceed about the roomy 
interior - no bad thing as the Kia impressed 
market-watchers and scared rival European 
manufacturers on arrival. Predictably, it also 
feels much like the Ceed on road; a decent 
all-rounder in which responsive handling is 
balanced by ride quality and comfort. It is not 
the greatest drive but is certainly not dull. 

As ever with Korean marques, the car also 
comes generously equipped as standard: steer¬ 
ing wheel mounted audio controls for the 
six-speaker system, alloys, heated door mir¬ 
rors, front fog lights, glove box cooler, air con, 
luggage net and hook in boot, seatbelt warning 
and traction control are included. 

This combines with pricing and the famous 
Hyundai five-year warranty to make it extreme¬ 
ly competitive against Ford Focus-class rivals. 

Hyundai sells a lot of 1.4-litre petrol i30s to 
customers attracted by the £12,300 lead-in 
price, but the 1.6-litre (from £13,500) is tempt¬ 
ing, too, while the 1.6 diesel (from £13,250) is 
the pick for economy and there is also an 
impressive sporting 2.0 diesel option.

THOUSANDS of motorsport fans braved the 
miserable weather conditions at the week¬ 
end to witness an action-packed third round 
of the British Touring Car Championship at 
Brands Hatch. 

Torrential rain left the 2.3-mile Grand Prix 
circuit drenched on Sunday. The tricky condi¬ 
tions produced three thrilling races won by Tom 
Chilton, Tom Onslow-Cole and Mat Jackson. 
The latter gave the Wrotham-based Motorbase 
Performance team a win on home soil. 

The first race was run in heavy rain but it 
failed to affect the speed of pole sitter 
Chilton’s gas-powered Ford. He stormed into 
the lead at the Paddock Hill bend followed 



by WSR’s Rob Collard and Onslow-Cole. 

The Ford driver kept his head after two safe¬ 
ty car periods. Honda driver Gordon Sheddon 
began to close the gap to Chilton, but was 
unable to threaten the leader who took the 
chequered flag. Sheddon finished second with 
Onlslow-Cole in third. 

An incident-packed second race saw the 
safety car deployed twice as cars struggled to 
stay on the slippery tarmac. Chilton crossed 
the line to take a double win from team-mate 
Onslow-Cole and Sheddon third. However, 


after the race Chilton was disqualified for an 
underweight car and the win was handed to 
Onslow-Cole. 

The final race went right down to the final 
lap. With the grid reversed, Motorbase’s Kane 
started on pole position, but he lost the lead to 
Tom Boardman at the first comer. Kane’s 
team-mate, Mat Jackson, surged up the field 
from 11th and was third at the end of the first 
lap. He soon grabbed the lead and was fol¬ 
lowed by Kane before the safety car came out. 

With the track drying out, Matt Neal caught 
and passed Kane, but Jackson held his nerve 
to win the race. The Kent squad lead the team 
championship by two points.

Concerns for future of 
league if clubs leave 

THE Kent League’s Premier Division 
could feature just 15 teams next season, 
raising concerns among the remaining 
clubs about the competition’s long-term 
future. 

The division features 16 sides this sea¬ 
son, but with champions Faversham Town 
promoted and no new sides guaranteed to 
enter, there could only be 28 league games 
per club in the next campaign. 

It is not a new problem for the division, 
which has reduced in size largely as a 
result of its own success after several 
sides have gone up and not looked back. 

John Bathurst, chairman at Heme Bay, 
admitted it was a worry. 

He said: “The league won’t fold but it 
will make a mockery of it. If Heme Bay or 
Hythe go for promotion - and I’m sure 
they will - you could have 14 and it’s 
untenable to have a league like that.” 

The division could yet have a new team 
in August, with Bexleyheath side Phoenix 
Sports potentially able to come up from 
the County League below. 

Denise Richmond, league chairman, 
acknowledged 15 clubs was far from ideal, 
but said there was no alternative until 
the long-awaited step six division is intro¬ 
duced. 

She said: “In the bigger picture this 
stresses the need for pushing step six 
because the gap between steps five and 
seven are so wide.”

Dropped catches blamed for 
Kent's slow start to season 


A LACK of concentration in the 
field has been blamed for Kent’s 
sluggish start after as many as 12 
catches have been downed in their 
four games of the new season. 

Missed chances on the opening day of the 
LV= County Championship game at 
Nottinghamshire, which included having cen¬ 
turion Hashim Amla out lbw on a no-ball, left 
them a beaten side by the end of day one, while 
in the draw at Lancashire last week, Ashwell 
Prince - who went on to make 115 - was 
dropped by Joe Denly on 16. 

Head coach Paul Farbrace believes the side 
have dropped as many as a dozen genuine 
chances which could have dramatically 
changed the view of the county’s start to the 
season. 

“If we had caught our catches it could have 
been a very different start to the season,” he 
said. “According to the score at Trent Bridge we 
were soundly beaten but if we had taken our 
chances there it could have been different, 
while against Yorkshire we should have won 
but dropped catches in the second innings.

“Again at Manchester we dropped cmcial 
catches and they got about 100 more than they 
should have got and it would have been a clos¬ 
er game than it was. 

“I don’t think we’ve bowled terribly and I 
don’t think we’ve batted terribly, we have just 
dropped catches which has allowed the opposi¬ 
tion to get away from us. You can’t afford in any 
cricket, and especially Division One cricket, to 
not take your chances. It is a lack of concentra¬ 
tion that has cost us.” 

While a lot has been made about Kent’s 
makeshift bowling attack, which at different 
times has been missing Dewald Nel, Robbie 
Joseph and Simon Cook though injury, and 
now James Tredwell who is on England duty, 
they have performed reasonably well. It’s the 
batting line-up that hasn’t fired, with just 
Darren Stevens putting together any form of 
consistency. 

Skipper Rob Key and fellow batsmen Joe 


Denly, Geraint Jones, Sam Northeast and to 
some extent Martin van Jaarsveld, have 
struggled to put consistent scores on the 
board, but Farbrace is convinced they, and the 
team, will come good. 

“I still think that although we haven’t played 
our best cricket and we certainly haven’t done 
that in any area, whether it’s batting, bowling 
or fielding, we can perform at this level and win 
games and know we can finish a good way up 
the table,” he said. 

“It’s not panic stations but it’s something we 
have identified and everyone is aware of and 
it’s not a case of sweeping it under the carpet 
by making excuses, it’s not about luck, you’ve 
got to take your chances.” 

One player that has been in good form is 
Stevens, who followed up his 92 against 
Yorkshire with an unbeaten 101 at Lancashire 
and Farbrace has been delighted with his start 
to the summer. 

He said: “Probably the stand out player has 
been Darren Stevens, his form has been out¬ 
standing.”

COACH Mark Patterson believes 
Ashford Town are set for a bright 
future following the first trial of 
the club’s new youth academy.

It is early days for the academy but after just 
one trial Patterson believes he can unearth 
some talented players who will go on to fea¬ 
ture for Ashford Town and beyond. The 41- 
year-old helped develop the likes of Jack 
Payne, Luke Rooney and Tom Wynter in his 
time at the Gills and believes he can do some¬ 
thing similar at Homelands. 

He said: “When I was working at 
Gillingham, Ashford was a really untapped 
area. I am convinced there are players out 


there who will have a bright future in the 
game. Over the years we have seen the likes of 
Luke Rooney and Jack Payne who have gone 
on to play in the Gillingham first-team.
